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PREFACE 


The  Alberta  Bureau  of  Statistics  will  release  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts.  1991 
publication  later  this  year.  This  preliminary  report  contains  the  consolidated  GDP  tables  and 
is  provided  to  users  who  require  more  timely  indicators  as  to  how  the  economy  performed  in 
1991.  We  have  revised  some  of  the  series  in  this  publication  back  to  1987. 

The  complete  set  of  tables  that  are  found  in  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts 
publication  have  also  been  updated.  This  detailed  information  is  available  on  ASIST,  (Alberta 
Statistical  Information  System),  or  on  diskette.  Both  the  ASIST  database  and  the  diskette  also 
contain  tables  showing  the  details  of  manufacturing  exports  and  value  of  non-farm  business 
inventories  by  industry,  which  are  not  available  in  publication  form. 

This  report  contains  data  for  1986  to  1991  for  GDP  and  its  components  for  the  income 
and  expenditure  accounts  in  current  dollars;  the  expenditure  account  in  constant  (1986)  dollars; 
implicit  price  indexes;  and  GDP  by  industry.  Growth  rates  for  these  tables  are  also  included. 
Historical  data  for  all  tables  for  1961  to  1985  are  available  in  the  1990  Alberta  Economic 
Accounts  publication,  from  the  ASIST  database,  or  on  diskette.  Enquiries  on  any  of  these 
should  be  directed  to:

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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  contains  summary  tables  detailing  Alberta’s  economic  production  in  1991  as 
measured  by  preliminary  estimates  of  gross  domestic  product  (GDP).  The  tables  include 
preliminary  estimates  of  GDP  and  its  components  for  both  the  income  and  expenditure  accounts. 
We  also  have  included  tables  showing  constant  dollar  estimates  of  the  expenditure  account, 
implicit  price  indexes,  and  gross  domestic  product  by  industry  as  well  as  year-over-year  percent 
changes  for  each  of  the  tables.  As  noted  in  the  preface,  final  data  will  be  released  later  this  year 
with  the  publication,  Alberta  Economic  Accounts.  1991. 

This  publication  contains  only  the  tables  listed  above.  The  complete  set  of  tables 
contained  in  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts  publication  is  also  available  on  diskette,  with 
selected  tables  also  available  online  on  ASIST. 

The  narrative  and  explanatory  notes  presented  in  this  report  are  condensed  in  comparison 
to  the  annual  Alberta  Economic  Accounts  publication,  which  contains  more  complete  information 
on  concepts  and  methodology  as  well  as  more  detailed  information  on  the  different  sectors  of 
the  Alberta  economy. 
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THE  ALBERTA  ECONOMY  IN  1991 


Preliminary  estimates  show  that  the  value  of  goods  and  services  produced  in  Alberta,  as 
measured  by  GDP  in  constant  (1986)  dollars  grew  to  a level  of  $65.3  billion  in  1991,  an 
increase  of  0.2%  from  the  1990  level.  This  growth  was  down  from  the  1.0%  rates  registered 
in  both  1989  and  1990.  However,  Alberta  was  not  as  severely  affected  by  the  recession  that 
affected  Canada,  which  saw  the  level  of  real  GDP  for  the  country  decline  by  1.7%. 

The  main  source  of  growth  in  the  economy  was  exports  which  grew  by  2.7%  in  real 
terms.  However,  due  to  a 7.2%  decline  in  export  prices,  exports  in  current  dollars  declined  by 
4.7%. 


In  current  dollars,  which  includes  the  effects  of  price  changes,  GDP  at  market  prices 
actually  declined  0.1%.  This  was  mainly  due  to  a drop  of  0.4%  in  the  overall  GDP  implicit 
price  index  as  price  declines  for  both  exports  and  gross  fixed  capital  formation  more  than  offset 
price  increases  for  personal  and  government  spending. 

The  domestic  economy  weakened,  as  Alberta  did  not  entirely  escape  the  effects  of  the 
recession  that  affected  Canada.  Final  Domestic  Demand  (FDD  - the  sum  of  personal  and 
government  expenditures,  plus  gross  fixed  capital  formation)  is  a measure  of  how  the  economy 
performed  without  the  effects  of  exports,  imports  and  inventory  changes.  In  1991,  FDD  grew 
by  0.8%  in  current  dollars,  but  fell  by  2.2%  in  constant  (1986)  dollars. 

After  leading  the  economy  in  1990,  construction  was  the  weakest  part  of  the  economy 
in  1991,  as  both  residential  and  non-residential  construction  both  declined  by  over  11%  in  real 
terms.  Real  consumer  expenditures  declined  (-1.0%)  for  the  first  time  since  1982,  while 
investment  in  new  machinery  and  equipment  fell  0.6%.  The  only  component  of  FDD  to 
increase  during  the  year  was  government  operating  expenditures,  which  grew  by  1.8%  in  real 
terms. 
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Take  home  income  of  individuals  was  also  affected  by  the  recession  in  Canada,  as 
Personal  Disposable  Income  increased  by  3.9%  in  1991,  compared  to  5.8%  in  1990. 


Highlights  of  the  Expenditure  Account 

Consumer  expenditures  in  current  dollars  grew  by  only  3.6%  in  1991,  down  from  the 
7.9%  growth  in  1990  and  the  lowest  level  since  1961.  In  constant  (1986)  dollars, 
consumer  spending  fell  1.0%,  the  first  drop  since  1982.  The  biggest  drop  occurred  in 
expenditures  on  durable  goods,  which  declined  5.1%  (5.6%  real)  in  1991  compared  to 
a growth  of  10.7%  (8.8%  real)  in  1990. 

Government  current  expenditures,  which  measures  spending  by  all  levels  of  government 
was  up  5.4%  in  1991.  In  real  terms  government  spending  was  up  1.8%,  the  only 
component  of  FDD  to  register  positive  growth  in  constant  (1986)  dollars. 

Gross  fixed  capital  formation,  which  was  the  strongest  area  of  the  economy  in  1990,  had 
the  lowest  rates  of  growth  in  1991.  In  real  terms,  residential  construction  had  a real 
decline  of  11.4%  in  1991  compared  with  a growth  of  11.2%  in  1990,  while  non- 
residential  construction  fell  11.5%  in  1991  compared  to  an  increase  of  7.1%  in  1990. 
The  real  growth  rate  for  investment  in  new  machinery  and  equipment  declined  slightly 
(-0.6%)  in  1991  after  growing  2.5%  in  1990. 

The  value  of  physical  change  in  inventories  increased  by  $151  million  in  1991,  down 
slightly  from  the  $179  million  growth  in  1990.  In  real  terms,  inventories  were  up  $209 
million  compared  to  a $227  million  increase  in  1990. 

Total  exports  out  of  Alberta  (this  includes  exports  to  the  rest  of  Canada  and  the  rest  of 
the  world)  decreased  by  4.7%  in  1991,  the  first  decline  since  1986.  However,  most  of 
this  decline  was  a result  of  decreasing  prices  as  the  price  of  oil  dropped  14.4%  and  the 
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price  of  gas  fell  3.8%.  In  real  terms,  exports  actually  went  up  2.7%  due  to  increased 
volumes  exported  for  most  goods. 


The  value  of  imports  into  Alberta  decreased  by  1.2%  in  current  dollars  (2.0%  real).  The 
main  reason  for  this  decline  is  that  domestic  demand  declined  during  the  year,  and  the 
demand  for  imports  is  highly  dependent  on  the  growth  rate  of  FDD. 


Highlights  of  the  Income  Account 

Wages  and  salaries  grew  by  6.1%  due  to  the  combined  effects  of  increasing  wages  and 
a 1.2%  increase  in  the  number  of  employed  workers.  This  growth  rate  was  down 
slightly  from  the  8.6%  rate  registered  in  1990. 

Corporation  profits  fell  substantially  (-34.0%)  as  many  companies  suffered  from  the 
effects  of  the  Canadian  economic  recession.  This  drop  followed  two  years  of  only 
modest  growth  (2.4%  in  1989  and  2.8%  in  1990)  and  a 10.3%  decline  in  1988,  dropping 
profits  37.7%  below  the  level  recorded  in  1987. 

Accrued  farm  income  rose  by  23.8%  last  year.  However,  most  of  this  increase  was  due 
to  a big  increase  in  the  adjustment  to  farm  income,  which  includes  the  adjustment  on 
grain  transactions  and  a calculation  to  adjust  farm  subsidies  from  a cash  basis  to  an 
accrual  basis.  The  total  adjustment  was  only  $59  million  in  1990  but  jumped  to  $333 
million  in  1991,  an  increase  of  over  464%.  Actual  farm  income  fell  from  $410  million 
in  1990  to  $251  million  in  1991,  a decline  of  38.8%. 

The  rate  of  growth  for  interest  and  miscellaneous  investment  income  also  declined  (- 
7.5%)  during  1991,  mainly  due  to  falling  interest  rates. 
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Other  Highlights 


Gross  Domestic  Product  by  Industry 

Alberta’s  utilities  industry  led  the  economy  with  a growth  of  7.7%,  while  the  services 
(5.4%),  public  administration  (5.2%)  and  agriculture  (4.3%)  industries  also  did  better  than  the 
economy  as  a whole,  with  total  GDP  at  Factor  Cost  falling  0.9%.  On  the  down  side,  declines 
of  26.6%  in  construction,  6.5%  in  mining,  2.7%  in  trade  and  1.4%  in  finance  more  than  offset 
gains  in  all  other  industries. 

Personal  Income 

Personal  income  grew  4.4%,  down  considerably  from  the  8.4%  growth  in  1990,  but 
higher  than  the  3.0%  rate  for  Canada.  The  main  source  of  this  growth  was  wages  and  salaries 
which  increased  6.1%.  Personal  disposable  income  increased  by  3.9%  in  Alberta,  compared 
to  3.0%  for  Canada.
